began to erect the forts of Newhaven, Blackneſs, and Bul- 
lingberge, which, before his departure, in a few weeks-were 
made tenable z and yet it is obſerved, that by all theſe ſer- 
vices and honours, he never roſe into haughtineſs in himſelf, 
or contempt of others. | 

In 1546 the Earl of Surrey, Governor of Bulloigne, being 
removed, he was ſent thither with an army of 93900 men, 
to oppoſe the French; after which, upon propoſals of peace, 
he was conſtituted Chief Commiſſioner for that treaty, which 
was concluded betwixt Guiſnes and Ardres. And the King 
lying on his death-bed, left him a legacy of 5ool. in his will, 
appointing him one of his exccutors, and of the council to 
his ſon ; and ordered, that (after his deceaſe) he ſhould be 
Earl Marſhal, Lord Treaſurer, and Duke of Somerſet, Exe- 
ter, or Hertford, and his ſon Earl of Wiltſhire, with 800l. 
a year of lands, and 3ool. a year out of the next Biſhop's 
land that fell void. After the King's death (28 January, 
15.46) he immediately repaired to young K. Edward at Hert- 


ford, and conducting him to London, was by the Council 


{2 February) unanimouſly elected Protector of his realms, 
dominions and ſubjects, and Governor of his perſon, until 
he ſhould accompliſh the age of 18 years; to which office 
he was deemed moſt fit, in that he was his Majeſty's uncle, 
very near to him in blood, but yet of no capacity to ſucceed; 

reaſon whereof, his natural affection and duty were the 
leſs eaſy to be ſwayed by ambition; and he was proclaimed 
according to the uſual cuſtom, by the heralds and ſound of 
trumpet, through the city of London. On 6 February, 
1546, he knighted K. Edward within the Tower; on the 
o of that month was conſtituted Lord Treaſurer of England; 
was Governor of the Ifles of Guernſey and Jerſey ; and 
though he had the titles of Viſcount Beauchamp and Earl of 
Hertford, yet being no Baron by formal creation, was ad- 
yanced to that degree of honour 15 of that month, with li 
mutation to the heirs male of his body by his ſecond wife, 
femainder to his ſon Edward, by his firſt wife; and by the 
title of Baron Scymour, „That tho name of che family * 
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& the King in the patent expreſſeth it) from which his moſt 
« beloved mother Jane, late Queen of England, drew her 
« beginning, might not be clouded by any higher title, or 
« colour of dignity.” Alfo, 17 February, he was created 
Duke of Somerlet, with the like remainders, and for default 
of ſuch iſſue, to the heirs-male of his body by any other 
wife : Upon which day likewiſe, in conſideration of his good, 
laudable, and acceptable ſervices, he was appointed Earl 
Marſhal of England for life, with a licence to carry a Golden 
Staff, as well in the King's preſence as abſence, tipped at 
each end with black, having at the upper end the King's 
arms, and at the lower, his own. x 

On 13 March following, by patent, dated at Weſtminſter, 
containing very extenſive powers and authority, he was made 
Protector, and Governor of the King and his realms; and 


27 May had licence to retain and keep 200 perſons, with a 


grant (9 July) of 8080 marcs a year during his protectorſhip, 
and 3 November this ſpecial privilege, that he ſhould fit 
alone, and be placed at all times, as well in the King's pre- 
ſence in parliament, as in his abſence, upon the midſt of the 
bench or ſtool, ſtanding next on the right hand of the 
Throne in the Parliament Chamber ; and to enjoy all privi- 
leges, preheminences, preragatives, and liberties in all 
things, as any Uncle to a King of England, or any Protec- 
tor of their dominions, had. uſed or enjoyed in Parliament. 
—20 February, 1547, he was Lord High Steward at ig: 
King's Coronation ; and in the firſt year of his adminiſtration, 
prudently made a peace with France, and turned all his 
thoughts to bring about the marriage of his nephew the 
King, with Mary Stewart, daughter and heir to James V. 
King of Scotland; but the reaſons he enforced to that end 
taking no effect, the King, by the advice of his council, 21 


Auguſt, 1548, appointed him his Lieutenant and Captain 


General by a very ample commiſſion ; in virtue whereof 
having prepared an army, he entered Scotland 2 September, 
took the caſtles of Dunglaſs, Thornton, and Innerawyck, and

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he returned to England, the chief men of the country took

On 
September, he returned into England, full of honour, 
having loſt throughout that expedition not above 60 men; 
and the King rewarded him with lands of the yearly value of

a But not long after this, his power and near alliance to the 
King expoling him to the envy of the nobility, eſpecially of 
John Dudley, Duke of Northumberland, they ſought to di- 
veſt him of his high poſts, and oblige him to ſurrender the 
King's perſon, which he was prevailed on to do, to prevent 
the effuſion of blood; notwithſtanding which, ſo maliciouſly 
did they carry on their proſecution againſt him, (as is relat. 
ed at large by Hollinſhed and other hiſtorians) that at length 
they brought him to the ſcaffold on Tower-hill 22 January, 
1551, tothe general grief of the whole realm ; and his head 
and body being put into a coffin, were carried to the Tower, 
and buried on the north ſide of the choir of St. Peter's 
church.—He married to his firſt wife Catharine, daughter 
and coheir to Sir William Fillol of Woodland in Dorſetthire, 
by whom he had two ſons, Edward, aneeſtor to the Lord 
Conway; and John, who married Elizabeth, daughter of 
George Daverell, and was father of Sir John Seymour, 
wao had three ſons, Sir John, George, and Rabert.

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Tius noble Family have been long ſettled in this king- 
dom; but for want of ſufficient evidence, the original ſtem

William Phipps, who being brought up to the ſea, applied 
himſelf ſo aſſiduouſly to that profeſſion, that he commanded 
ſereral different ſhips. He was eminently (killed in the ma- 
thematics, and became the inventor of that curious machine 
the diving bell ; by this . admirable contrivance, in the year 
1687, he was enabled to recover, from the wreck of a 
Spaniſh galeon, an immenſe treaſure, which had lain buried 
in deep water forty-four years, returned triumphantly to 
London, and divided it with the reſt of the adventurers. 
Being introduced to K. James II. 28 June of the ſame 
year, the honour of Knighthood was conferred upon him.

We now return to John Baker Holroyd (the only ſurviv- 
ing heir of the family of Baker) from the year 1707 he re- 
ided at Greave-hall in Yorkſhire, and principally at Shef- 
feld-place * in Suſſex; where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf as 
an active magiſtrate and uſeful country gentleman. In the 
year 1778, when the war with France broke out, the militia 
of the county of Suſſex being embodied, for the firſt time, 
in the month of March that year, under the command of 
the Duke of Richmond, he entered into it as Major, and 
was indefatigable in his attention to the regiment. 

In the Summer of 1979, when the combined fleets of 
France and Spain were upon the coaſt of England, he offer- 
ed to raife a regiment of light dragoons without expence to 
the public, which offer was gracioufly accepted by his Majeſ- 
ty, and he was permitted to nominate all his officers. The 
regiment was compleated in a few weeks, and called the Suſ-

* The eſtates and manor of Sheffield in Suſſex, from which his Lordſhip 
takes his title, are very conſiderable, and give name to the Hundred. The 
bouſe is large and elegant, and ſituated in an extenſive Park, mid-way between 
tal-Grimitead and Lewes.

At the general election the preceding September, through

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Colonel Holroyd and Mr. Yeo, Sir Thomas Halifax and 
Mr. Rogers were returned ; but on a ſecond petition to the 
Houſe, the two former members, viz.

Soon after the concluſion of the war in the beginning of 
1783, he had an opportunity of ſhewing ſtill further the 
rariety and extent of his abilities, by the oppoſition which he 
amoſt ſingly made to a bill brought into parliament during 
the Marqueſs of Lanfdown's adminiſtration, for the regulation 
of the trade and intercourſe with the American States.

Robert, the eldeſt ſon, made a grant to the abbey of St. 
Werburgh of the church of St. Mary de Bruer; and by his 
wife Leucha left ifſue three ſons, viz. John (who by his 
wife Ellin was father of Elizabeth, who lived 12 Edward II. 
and of Sir Adam Montalt, Knt. who, ſays the pedigree, was 
very inſtrumental in ſaving the life of K. Henry III. at the 
battle of Eveſham *) ; Roger, who continued the line; and 
Ralph, Parſon of Kirk, in Wyrall, 54 Henry III. 

Roger was Seneſchal of Cheſter, and confirmed to 
Thomas, then Abbot of Cheſter, two oxgangs of land in 
the townland of Neſton, with the patronage of the church 
of Neſton, and alſo the towns of Gooſtree and Lawton '.— 
In his time there was much hoſtility between the Engliſh 
and the Welſh; David, the ſon of Lewelyn, Prince of 
Wales, invaded his lands at Montalt ; but on the accord, 
made 25 Henry III. between K. Henry and the ſaid David, 
amongſt other articles then agreed on, one was for the re- 
ſtitution of theſe lands of Montalt to the ſaid Roger.—In 
the year following K. Henry III. made him Governor of 
the Caſtle there, in the room of John le Strange, Juſtice of 
Cheſter; 28 of that reign, the ſaid Dayid ap Lewelyn again 
breaking out, this Roger was ſent with the Earls of Glou- 
ceſter and Hereford to put an end to the rebellion, which 
being effected (with great ſlaughter to the Welſh), the King 
made reſtitution to Roger of both the caſtle and manor of 
Montalt, but with this condition, that he ſhould, upon 
reaſonable ſummons, appear before him with the ſaid David, 


Prince of Wales, and if it then could not be made evident, 


that his grandfather, or father, had wholly quitted their 
claim therein to the father or grandfather of the ſaid David, 
he, Roger, ſhould thenceforth for ever enjoy it quietly. 
Upon which reſtitution, the grant formerly made of this 
caſtle and manor to K. Henry, was annulled and made 
void. —34 of fame reign, being reputed one of the greateſt 
Barons of the realm of England, and being ſigned with the 
croſs previous to an expedition to the Holy Land, then re- 
ſolved on by ſeveral perſons of honour, and divers of the 
Biſhops, in order to aſſiſt the King of France againſt the

he diſtrict in which each perſon lived; perſonal, from ſore 
charaCteriſtick quality or mark; as red, black, lame, bald, 
nliant, hoſpitable, and the like. 

When ſurnames took place in the eleventh century, they 
rere eſtabliſhed in Conaught under Teig, King of that Pro- 
rince, (ſo called from the White Steed on which he rode) 
rho aſſumed the ſurname of O Conor, in honour of Conor, 
tis grandfather z other families of the Clan Murray race 
fllowed his example, ſome taking their ſurnames from a 
ather, others from a grandfather ; by preſixing the ſyllable 
Mac, that is, Son, or O, which ſignifics grandfon. 

One of the deſcendants of the houſe of O'Conor, accord- 
ng to ſome accounts, being ton/ured in honour of St. John, 
was called Mao Eoin, which in a ſhort ſpate of time was 
corrupted into the preſent name Malone.

According to other accounts, one of the O'Conor's deſ- 
tendants, whoſe Chriſtian name was John, having become 
bald-headed, was properly called Maol-Eoin, (pronounced 
0—in) that is, Ba/d John; conformably to a cuſtom, which, 
t has been already obſerved, prevailed very generally in Ire- 
und in former times. "The tranſition from Mao! Eoin to 
Malone was ſoon made; and the latter name became in a 
ſhort time the nomen gentilitium of the family. 

The O'Conors, Kings of Conaught, being generally ſuc- 
teſsful in their wars with the Kings of Meath, were enabled, 
n the latter end of the eleventh century, to obtain a valu- 
able ſettlement for that branch of their kindred, which 
bore the name of Malone, in that diſtrict of the county of 
Weſtmeath, which was formerly called Breaghmany, on the 
aſtern ſide of the river Shannon, a few miles from 
Athlone, and adjoining to the Termon, or Eccleſiaſtical 
Lands of Clonmacnoiſe z which was once an Epiſcopal See, 
but fince 1568 has been annexed to the Sec of Meath.

In the Annals of the Four Maſters, Gilla-Chriſt O'Ma 
lone, who died A. D. 1127, as juſt now mentioned, 
obſerved to be the Lay Comhorba (Chorepiſcopus) of Clon 
macnoiſe, and a Chieftain of great wealth; and he is alſc 
ſaid to have built the great Tower of that city, a venerabl 
monument, which is ſtanding entire at this day. From hi 
time the family of Malone have continued poſſeſſed of the 
lands, where they were originally ſettled, a period of more 
than ſix hundred years. The ancient family eſtate is calle 
Ballynahown, that is, Riverſton, and is ſituated five miles 
from the town of Athlone. |

aner of Chriſt-Church College in Oxford; from whence,

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1776, after an illneſs of eight days.—His frame, which was 
of the ſtrongeſt kind, promiſed a longer life; kind nature 
in his caſe, ſeemed to be overpowered at once, and all the 
parts of the machine to fail together; for the phyſician 
who attended him were not able to aſcertain of what parti 
cular malady he died. 

The ſingular modeſty, diſintereſtedneſs, and integrity of 
this accompliſhed Orator, added ſuch a grace and luſtre to 
his conſummate abilities, that it was impoſſible not to loye 
and reſpect, as welt as admire him. His perſon was large 
and even robuſt ; © to a benign and dignified ſpeech (to uf: 
the words of a very elegant contemporary writer) „ and an 
addreſs both conciliating and authoritative, did he join the 
cleareſt head that ever conceived, and the ſweeteſt tongue, 
that ever uttered the ſuggeſtions of wiſdom.” That he was 
not appointed to the high office of Lord Chancellor, may 
be eſtimated, without any diſreſpect to the noble and able 
perſons who held the ſeals during his time, as a confider. 
able loſs to his country, ſince he ſeems to have been born 
for that important and difficult ſtation, and executed the 
office of Chanceller of the Exchequer, while he fat in that 
court, with unparalleled ability. There was not a ſingle ap- 
peal from his decifionsz which were enforced with ſuch 
ſtrength and perſpicuity, that even thoſe to whom they were 
unfavourable, were almoſt compelled to acknowledge the 
Juſtice of his decrees. When he was diveſted of that office, 
he returned, as we have already ſaid, to his practice at the 
bar, and ſuch was the high and general opinion of his abi- 
lities, that in two days after his re- aſſuming his Barriſter's 
gown, he received near one thouſand guineas in retaining 
ices. 

The profeſſion in which he was engaged, and of which 
he had the profoundeſt knowledge, was peculiarly calculat- 
ed to diſplay the ſoundneſs of his judgment, and the ferti- 
lity of his invention. The clearneſs and ſtrength of his 
conceptions, and the ſimple and perſpicuous method in 
which he arranged the moſt complicated ſubjects, made 
conviction appear the natural and neceſſary reſult of his elo- 
quence; in ſo much, that when he ſpoke on the ſide of 
truth and juſtice, and addreſſed an able and upright Judge, 
he uſually ſwayed and decided his opinion by a luminous 
ſtatement of the queſtion in diſpute ; which he afterwards 
enforced by accumulated arguments, urged with ſuch weight, 
and placed in ſuch various lights, that they ſeldom failed to 
force conviction on the floweſt apprehenfions, and the —

unwilling minds, If he could be ſaid to have had any de- 
felt as an Advocate, it reſulted from that integrity of un- 
derſtanding which formed the baſis of his character as a 
Lawyer and a Judge. He was never perplexed with ſubtil- 
ty himſelf, and was unwilling, we had almoſt ſaid, unable, 
to perplex and miſlead others, His irreſiſtable power of 
perſuaſion ſeemed therefore, in ſome meaſure, to deſert him 
when his duty to his client called upon him to enforce doc- 
trines which the rectitude of his judgment had already 
condemned. Yet to this circumſtance it was perhaps ow- 
ing, that he kept his diſcernment untainted by the indiſcri- 
minate defence of right and wrong, and his faculties unim- 
paired to the laſt, and did never meet with the fate of many 
of the ſame profeflion, who begin with a dexterity in con- 
founding others, and in confuſing themſelves; when en- 
gaged, however, on the wrong fide of the queſtion, he urg- 
ed all the topicks which ingenuity could furniſh, but with 
ſomewhat leſs warmth than uſually accompanied his plead- 
ing, and he frequently, in ſuch caſes, retired, from the 
court in which he had thus ſpoken, to one of the other 
courts, which was conſidered by his clients as a fatal ſymp- 
tom for the cauſe. 

During his early attendance at the bar, he practiſed ac- 
cording to the mode of this country in all the courts ; but 
for the laſt-thirty years, he confined himſelf chiefly to the 
two courts of equity. | 
His ſtyle was a perfect model for the eloquence of the 
bar; always adequate, and never ſuperior to his ſubject. 
He ſeemed ſtudiouſly to avoid, as hurtful to his purpoſe, all 
ardentia verba, all ornaments of language, and all flowers of 
rhetorick; ſo that the force of his ſpeech reſulted rather 
from the general weight, energy, and excellence of the 
whole, than the ſplendour of particular parts. All was 
clear and flowing, ſimple, yet impreſſive; and ſuch was the 
comprehenſion of his mind, and the accuracy of his ex- 
preſſion, ſo perſpicuous his arrangement, and ſo numerous 
his arguments, that when he ceaſed to ſpeak, the ſubject 
appeared utterly exhauſted ; there was nothing omitted, 
nothing ſuperfluous, and to add to his ſpeech, or to confute 
it, ſeemed equally impoſſible. 

Even the leſs ſplendid qualities and petty habits of this 
extraordinary man, may be not unworthy of being record- 
ed; his memory was ſo tenacious, that there was ſcarcely a 
cauſe in which he had been engaged during half a centu- 
ry, of which he could not give a ſatisfactory account, when- 
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eve? a reference was made to it at the bar, though he never 
took notes of caſes, and no reports of the determinations 
made by the Judges in his time were printed; he liſtened 
with unremitted attention to every ſpeaker in parliament, 
and every Advocate at the bar, and had formed a decided 
opinion of their reſpective abilities; his hand-writing was 
uncommonly neat, but he wrote ſo ſlowly, that the noting 
or abridging a ſingle brief, appeared to be a ſufficient em- 
ployment for ſeveral hours; however, he contrived every 
evening to find time to note all his briefs very cor- 
rectly and fully betore he retired to reſt, making it a rule, 
never to do any buſineſs in the morning before he went to 
the Four Courts ; he never committed to paper a fingle ſen- 
tence that he ſpoke either at the bar or in parliament, nor 
was it his cuſtom to ſet down the heads of his arguments ; 
when his briefs were abridged, he conſidered his labour 
over; for his ſtores of equity (in which his practice chiefly 
lay) were ſuch, that he ſeldom had occaſion to conſult his 
books. He however informed the writer of this imperfect 
account, that he often lay awake for ſeveral hours, revolv- 
ing the cauſes to which he was to ſpeak on the following 
dey. © e 

When we conſider the eminence to which he attained in 
his profeſſion, we are tempted to think, that he was intend- 
ed by nature for that courſe of life, into which fortune had 
thrown him. Vet it is not to be ſuppoſed, that his tranſ- 
cendent talents could have ſuffered him to occupy an infe- 
rior rank in any age or nation, in which the rights of man- 
kind were underſtood, or pre-eminence of underſtanding re- 
ſpected. | 
"His gentle and placid temper gave an habitual compla- 
cency to his countenance, which, when he addreſſed thoſe 
with whom he was acquainted, wore a very gracious ſmile. 
le ſeemed incapable of ſaying or doing any thing with- 
out a certain grace and felicity accompanying his words and 
actions. On no occaſion, in private life, was he ever known 
to be diſcompoſed by flight inconveniencies or untoward 
accidents, nor did he in publick ever appear in the ſmalleſt 
degree ruffled, unleſs he was provoked by obſtinate and pe- 
tulant folly, which ſometimes ſo far overcame his compo- 


| ſure, as to extort from him a reprimand, delivered with 
ſome warmth, but never with any thing like aſperity or vi- 


rulence. 
There are many yet living, who remember, with what 


perfect knowledge of the ſubject, with what dignity, — 4

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and authority, he ſpoke in parliament, during the great 
conteſt between Sir Robert Walpole and Mr. Pulteney. 
Mr. Malone's high reputation as an Orator and a Stateſman 
having reaching England, it was in agitation to bring him 
into the Engliſh Houſe of Commons to oppoſe the Mini- 
ſter : but ſuch a propoſal could hold out no temptation to a 


man who was poſſeſſed of decidedly the firſt rank, and the 


higheſt reputation in his own country; a country to which, 
all his life, he had a very ſtrong attachment. In the firſt 
ſtage of his political carreer, he ſpoke in parliament with 
more ardour and vehemence than accompanied his ſpeeches 
during his latter years. Having found, by obſervation and 
experience, that in all the conteſts between Ircland and 
England, Ireland was finally the ſufferer, he thought it moſt 
prudent Cas he has more than once obſerved to the Writer of 
this account to make the beſt compromiſe that could be 
made with our more powerful neighbours ; and on all great 
occaſions to conciliate rather than exaſperate. He did not 
live to ſee the extraordinary conjuncture of affairs, which 
enabled Ireland to aſſume a firmer tone. From the time of 
the preſent King's acceſſion to the throne, he generally, 
though unplaced and unpenſioned, ſupported the meaſures 
of government; yet ſuch was the delicacy of his feelings, 
and ſo cautious was he, leſt his public conduct ſhould be 
aſcribed to intereſted motiyes, that no man of his abilities 
and weight ever obtained ſa few favours, either for himſelf 
or others, from thoſe who had the adminiſtration of affairs. 
He declined the acceptance of ſuch favours for himſeif, and 
ſoliciting them for others, though his ſolicitation un- 
eſtionably would have been ſucceſsful, becauſe he feared 
uch an intercourſe might give an improper bias to his mind, 
and not leave him ſo free as he wiſhed to be, to oppole the 
meaſures of government when he thought them wrong.— 
On many great occaſions, therefore, did he ſucceſsfully op- 
poſe, in the Privy Council, meaſures which he conſidered 
prejudicial to Ireland and unjuſtifiable; chooſing rather to 
benefit his country, by cruſhing baneful projects while yet 


in agitation, than to ſnatch at a fleeting popularity, by op- 


poſing them when matured and ſubmitted to the delibera- 
tion of parliament ; and ſatisſied with the conſciouſneſs of 
that diſintereſted integrity and rectitude of conduct, which 
uniformly regulated every action of his life. ; 

Such was Anthony Malone, the perfect delineation of 
whoſe great and admirable qualities would require more 
room than in a work of this nature can be allotted to an 
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individual. However, even this ſketch, it is hoped, may q 
convey to poſterity ſome faint notion of this celebrated 0 
Orator; who, to uſe the words of an ingenious writer of fan 
the laſt age *, was one of thoſe extraordinary men who have * 
ſcarcely ever been equalled, and who, for the benefit of Ph 
mankind, ought to be immortal. | Be
